I  wish  to  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

HOUSING 

New  Dwellings 

The  total  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  district  during 
the  year  amounted  to  136,  24  of  which  were  Council  Houses  and  102 
were  completed  by  Private  Enterprise.  At  the  31st  December  there 
were  165  houses  in  course  of  construction,  86  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  79  by  private  enterprise. 

HOUSING  ACT  1936  AND  HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENT  ACT  1954 

During  the  period  under  review  23  houses  were  demolished  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  These  houses  had  been  empty  for 
some  time  and  only  one  person  was  displaced.  Closing  Orders  were 
served  in  connection  with  19  houses  where  nine  families  were  affected, 
23  persons  being  displaced.  One  house  which  was  scheduled  as  unfit 
was  rendered  fit  by  the  owner. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1949  AND  1959 


The  Council  have  continued  to  make  discretionary  grants  and 
during  the  year  there  were  32  applications,  18  of  which  were 
approved.  During  the  same  period  42  standard  grants  were  approved 
and  the  work  in  connection  with  25  of  the  properties  was  satisfactorily 
completed  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 


The  Council  have  encouraged  the  occupiers  of  Council  Houses 
to  purchase  the  properties  in  which  they  reside  and  during  the  year 
6  houses  have  been  sold.  Advances  have  also  been  made  to  purchasers 
of  private  properties  and  15  loans  were  taken  up. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  sewerage 
works  for  the  villages  of  Broughton  Astley,  Leire,  Ashby  Parva, 

Dunton  Bassett  and  Ashby  Magna  were  completed. 

CONVERSIONS 


The  conversion  of  pail  closets  has  not  been  carried  out  as 
quickly  as  the  Council  would  wish  and  during  the  year  38  of  these 
were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  pressure  is  to  be 
brought  to  bear  on  those  owners  who  have  not  yet  made  the  change. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  six  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  were  all  brought  up  to 
modern  standards  and  whilst  there  was  not  100%  meat  inspection  the 
figures  show  that  there  was  a  92%  cover.
